Sanitation and proper nutrit¬ 
ion are the two keystones to 
success in raising chickens. In¬ 
formation on both of these sub¬ 
ject is readily available and your 
Experimental Station at Leth¬ 
bridge can assist you with such 
in formation. 

Before the baby chicks arrive 
everything should be in readi¬ 
ness for them. The brooder 
house should be well scrub¬ 
bed, preferably with a lye solu- 
lion n lb. of lye to 30 gallons of 
water.) The house should be 
checked over to ensure that no 
draughts can enter and the cor¬ 
ners* should be rounded off with 
wire netting to prevent the 
chicks fro mcrowding into the 
square corners. The stove itself 
should be tested well in advance 
of the arrival of the chicks and 
spevial attention should be gi\ 
en to the thermostat wafers to 
ensure that, they are function¬ 
ing properly. An extra thermo¬ 
stat wafer should always be 
kept on hand as replacement 
should an accident happen to 
the one in use. 

Feed should also be on hand 
as the chicks will usually bo 
ready for theii first feed when 
they arrive. Feeds for baby 
chicks should be of high quality 
and the ration should l e prop 
erly balanced to provide for 
rapid growth and maintenance 
of health. Many commercial 
firms are selling chick feeds 
and fox the small producers 
this appears to be tbe most 
satisfactory source of feeds.
